Is my tei^uFD time, daring- tiio years spent oa duty at tho 
Courts of Udaipur and Bikauor, I devotod my attobtioa to tlio 
subject of tho coinage in tlie Native States of Rajputana. 
The information (derived from pcr^nal observationp from the 
study of my uaitjae oollection of eoma of the Provmcop from 
correspondence with brotherH:>fficein3 sorviag under the Indian 
Foreign Office* and with many friends among tho Princes and 
the officials at their Courts) I have during my fnrlougb embodied 
into the following work, which I now veaturo to oifer to 
Government as, perhaps^ u more perfect representation of the 
questions involved than is at present possessed, and in the hope 
that a further conddemtioa of the points to which I havo en¬ 
deavoured to call attentiou may ho productive of good to tho 
inhabitants of the largo tract of country, tho circulating 
mediums of which are here considered. I may odd that the 
country in which the coins here treated of arc circulating* has 
an area of about 126»0<K) square miles. In 1891 it had a 
popuhition of nearly 12*000,000, and at the present rate of 
exchange the revenues of its Princes alone amount to over two 
milhoua sterling- 

It must be evident to those who consider the mutter that 
tho subjects of the Native Princes are at present labouring 
under great disadvantages in regard to the currency question, 
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vche:n compared with the people of ledia who aro living directly 
under the rule of the Quecn-Emprees. The following Table 
»how8 the present state of the coinage in the Hindu Princedoms 
of Rfijpntuna- It will be seen that there are now circulating 
no less than 12 gold muhra of differEUt values (bofiidcs fmctiouul 
gold pieces)* 6 of which are now heing yearly issued * 59 
rupees (in moat oases fractional coins to correaiwiid)* moat of 
which are of diJfferent worths* and IG of which are now being 
issued every year* and U different copper coins* of which 16 
are struck each year, or almost every year. 

The average yearly amount of issue for five recent years m 
the Marwdr State is as follows:—of gold-uiuhrs* 19p75T ; of 
rupees, 311,427 i and of copper coins, 175,455. These numbers 
for one of the richer States will allow of seme idea being formed 
of tho yearly issue of coin in Hajput&na ; for supposing that a 
proportional amount to its income be coined by each State, then 
the yearly issue of rupees alone amounts to considerably over 
two millionsv 

The amount of local coin eirculatiug in the Kajput States is 
very large, and is, in most cases* the collection of a centurj" or 
longer. 1 have beea unable to discover that at present any 
systems exist for tho recall of light coin. In many States 
coins of great age are etill accepted in pajiaent. 

The coins of the Native States arc fashioned in a rude wuy " 
with the hammer and anvil, and have plain, gnmilled edges. 
Stamping is carried out in a simikily rough manner — one 
w'orkniQn holding the piece of metal between the two dice* whilst 
a second* with a blow from a heavy hammer* completes the 
coin. With very few exceptionfl, the coins bear only portions 
of the inscriptions carried by the dies. 
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Some ycEinj ago, uiiet tlm institution of an enquiry into tba 
condition of ibo coinage, the Govemment of India i^ued tlie 
following order: —(Foreign Department No* 403* F* dated 
October Otli, ISTO^ No. 2-X Ee^Ititbu S). Ills Excellency in 
Connell thinks it right to dcclaro that where mints linre been 
suppressed altogethor* or have not been in active use w"ithin 
tlio last five year% their rcWval or opening cannot be pennitted."' 
In spite of this resolution, as will be seen by cxamiDatioa ef the 
following pages, mints for both silror and gold lm%4 been re-opened 
ill ^me States. 

In 1S70 a recommciidation was made, by the Agent to the 
Govemor'Ceneml for Ilajputunu, to tlio Govemmoat of India 
that certain rupees then being coined in the Province should be 
spared, and permission given for tho continuation of their issue. 
The ground of the recommendation was that they were much 
used on tho occasions of marriage ceremonies j being of less 
value than other rupees eirculalmg a considerable saving was 
thus effected^ and by using Iheiii tho gift or expenditure was 
magnified* and the good, name for liberality maintained. I beg 
to point out that tho need for the retention of these rupees no 
longer exists now that the amounts to be spent on marrtago 
ceremonies have been regulated and determined upon by the Rajputs^ 
under the guiding hand of Colonel C. K. SL Walter, C.S.I. 

Tho composition of the coins in an issue of these States is in 
moat cases variable. This is to be expected, as the pay of the 
Tomt offieials is poor, and consequently there la a temptation to 
issue coins of an inferior quality to the authorised standards, 

Tho circulation of a large number of coins of difTerent values, 
and in mast case^ very badly stamiied and rudely fashioned, 
rc-^octs in the foDowing liannfid ways :—

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L Gmat trouble is given to the luerchfints I'esiding in 
Itujputun^ in tlie ktjeping of and in tbe adjuattoent of tlieir accounts. 

2. The question of exchange Icfids to continual gamblings 
not only nuiong^t the inerehnnta and hankerap bat also 
among the native youths^ for tlio esebange rate of the Tin|M?rial 
and Native correncies is continually ductaatingp due to the 
fraudulent sebetneSrof the native money-lenders. 

3. Distress and mconvenience fall on the agrkultural and 
poorer classeap the members of which are continually mtJeted of 
small sums by dishonest merchantSp who represent the exchange 
rats as being different from that which it is in reality, 

4. The mxiltiplicit}'' of badly executed coins fneiUtatea the 
w'ork of the coiner. As the coins of most of the Native States 
are \.*ery hudly struck, it is a comparatively easy matter to 
counterfeit thom, benco tho amount of base coin in circulation 
is considerable. Even if the stamping of the pieces were to be 
improved upon it would not, iu my opiniotip much effect this 
evilp for tho Native Chiefs will not exercise the same sun'cillaTioc 
over their currencies os is exercised in British India to prevent 
the counterfeiting of the coin of the Queen-Empress, If the 
Imperial coins were ulooe current in the Native StateSj sufficient 
induenco might bo brought to bear on the officials to oblige 
the protection of tho currency^ ond the much greoter diffieully 
wdiich exists in forging tlio Imperial *i]flil]cd coin would act as 
an jidditional safeguard p 

6. The issue of coin by tho Native Princes is a loss to the 
revenue of the Guvemment of India, for w'cro these coins 
suppressed an equivalent amoimt of Inipcrml coin would bo 
required. 

6, In some of the States the silver piCfCC^ are made from the 
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Impeiri^l coin, whicK Is melted do\ni for tbe purpose. This 
pmctice leads to a gnsd destruction of ttc Queen's currency mid 
to its degradation. Tbifi statement would I know be iadigrtantly 
denied by the nutiv^e ofHcioIs, but from careful enquiries w'lucb 
T have made through ft-ionds at the Native Couria, I e£m vouch 
for its oorrectuefis. 

From the consideration of the above-mentioned cireunistances* 
and knovrung that the only Rajput States which have accepted 
the invitation made to tbo Native Prineea, ui the Government 
Resolution (Financial Department)^ No^ 3227* dated 30th of 
Septemberp, 1373, am the StaU^ of Alwar and Bikaner^ in the 
cuse of each of which the issue of special coin, minted for the 
Stiite at Calcutta, has been introduced during a tninoiTly* and 
under the orders of the British Political Agent, acting as President 
of the Council of Regency; knowing also the improbability 
of any of the Chiefs or the Councils of the States in future 
accepting the invitation, or of their allowing the introduction of 
Imperial coin, as the solo eutrencyi except under pressure or 
during future minorities* I beg, with diffidence, to submit the 
following points with a view to opening up a discuE^sion on the 
means of rectifying the existing evils:— 

1. "fflicther the privilego of coinings at prosent exercised by 
the Native Priacea* shall be indefinitely retained P 

2, "Whether it may not be po^ible to impose certain reslrie- 
iions under which the continuation of tbo privilege can alone be 
exercised P 

With reference to the first query, 1 wish to observe that if 
the Govemnient desired to pose an order abolishing the privilege, 
no hardship could reaUy be complained of by the Rftjput Princes. 
For although Colonel Sutherland, Agent to the OoTcmor-Gcnerol

for the Sttitfis of Rttjputina, wrote to the tToder-SecTctarj^ to 
the Government of Indm, on tho 23ri of Jannarj^p 1S47^ as 
follows : The time ia yot far distant, I foUfi when we can hope 
to make the Company's rupee the eirealating mediom of these 
Ooimtriea^ for the right of coinage is^ in tho estimation of the 
Native Statesp one of the emhlems of Sovereignty/' yet I beg 
to aubmit that Colonel Sutherlaiid magnified the importance of 
the point, for I have failed to discover that for centuries the 
anoestora of any of these ,Prmce3 exercised the power of coinings 
No coins can now be produced which can with certaintj'' be 
accredited to any of the existing Native States hot ween the 12 th 
and the end of the 17th or beginning of the iStb century 
(Mower excepted)* Certainly from the days of the ilughal 
supremacy the power of coining, if it wore then being exercised, 
was taken away. The preaent mluta only date from the dcclino 
of the Muhanirnadaa poworj and the practice of coining was only 
assumed in consequence of the weakness of the suzermii at Dehli* 
and in most cases for the purpose of making revenue by the 
cireulation of debased coin, which was supported at an cnhaiicisd 
nominal value through the introduction of tho purer standards 
of neighbouring districts. When the present mints were opened 
sanads of permisaion vrero obtained by purcimse or exh>rtiou 
from the Dehli Court, and tho Princes placed on their coins 
the Emjwror'a name and auperseription as a titulur avowal of 
Dehli supremacy* 

Ah legardfl the second quoryp It appears to mo that if the 
continuation of coining be permitted iudefiiiitely, one of the 
following methods of procedure may perhaps bo arranged:—- 

L That the Itopcrtal Govemment coins bo issued for each State 
from the Calcutta or llomhay mint, under the rogulutious laid 
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down m the Despatch No* 2237 from the GoTernineut of India 
in the Financial Department^ dated Simla^ 30th o£ September, 1872, 
3, That the Imperial GoYernmont provide dic« and machinery 
for the coining of money for each Native State (charging the 
actual cost of the dies and machinery), and give di&tinet ordera 
m to the purity and weight of the corns to be issued, providing 
trained inint-oflicers for the fiervioe of the Durbars, and maldiig 
the Political OiScers accredited to the Courts responsible to see 
that the orders of Government be duly observed ond carried out- 
This latter would be an expensive if a workablo way of getting 
over the difBcnlty, and I believe that if the matter were laid 
before the different Native PrinceSp and ibo necessity of a 
uniformity in the coinage again demonstrated, a number of them 
would without further trouble accede to tho offer made to them 
by Government in tho Despatch above quoted from,

Tlio MabArana of TJdaipnr is the Kjpresatttotivo of tlio most ancient 
niling raco io the ’world, ’whether Lu tlio east or the west- liMuitoTor 
may bo tbo tmo origin of tbo family, whether the dosocut from Eama 
or that from the Sdisaanian Kings of PcfAia ho the tnio ono, will pro¬ 
bably noter he settled, but we haro ebaoluta historic proof that tbo 
Kahanina^a aurestorB worn sottM as Idnga in Sauriahtra—tho eonntry 
of the Saurafl or ** ^un-worsbippcTB”—in the ^nd ecntury of onr eitu 
In Sauri^btra their capital was Vnllahblpuni, and tbenco, after its 
in tbe 6th conturTj Piishparatf. one of the Queens of Sildditya, tho 
last prineo of tbo house to rtilc in tbo peninsula, fled to Edur After 
her Sight the Queen gave birth to a son who wua oUled " Goha^^ or 
"cave-bom/' and who was given tho country of Edur by the Bhfb* 
Hif* ufliue became the patronymic of hk descendants, who were ealled 
^^Oohilote,” m time softened into *^OohloL” Tbe 8tb prince of the 
family who ruled over Edur lost his kiagdonij and lus infant son 
“Uappa,” waa removed to the wilds of Porossur. Bappa took Chitor 
from tho ^lori piinco of the Piimax mco, then pamtaount ftovereiga 
of HindA^tAUr in A. n* 728. EntLl nearly the middle of tho ISth cen¬ 
tury Chitor remained the capital of j^Iewdr, hut at that time. In the 
reign of Udsya-iSIghn, it fell into tho hands of Akbar, after a gallant 
defonoo. Later on TJclaya-Sinba, founded Udaipur,^ the present capital. 
For tbo next two centuries and a bolf tho couatry Hud the princes 
of JTowar were eontinnally in tmuhlo, first of all from tie determinatioii 
of the Muhammadans to redneo this ancient house to a condition of 
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vansalagc, quU artcnrunlH from tho rapacity of the ITarithiiis; bnt in 
spito of all tboir ^ufferiDgo, nml thotigh obligojJ to odmit the »uprcT»ncy 
of tbo Mugluil^, the frdaipiir Houm olTray!i. to n certain extent, pre- 
sened its indepetidcDca, natl it wa* the only one in Rdjpnbuin which 
never guve a daughter to share the aiatriago coach of the Mabmiiuiulan 
Einpcrw of Dohli. In 1817 the treaty with the British was signed, 
since which dote peace Jios reigned in the country, and prosperity has 
gradually returned both to princes and people. 

The ancient title of tins princes was " Riiwiil,” which was changed 
to that of " Iblna,” in conseqneiicc of the victorioiis in^uo of « contest 
with the Puriham prince of Yundore, who bore that of “Band,” and 
who suTtcndercd it with hLs life and capital to the llewdr 

On migration from the wilds of Ednr to A bar, an ancient city 
floM to the modem capital, the nnmo of the family was changed from 
OeLloto" to '‘Aharia” ^thc namo still home by tho Priiicca of 
Dungarpur), hy which tho nice continued to bo designated until tho 
ISth century, when tho name "Sosoilm” was udopted. 

Of the ancient coins of this kingdom very little is known. That 
coins were issued by the princes prior to the invasion of Akbar is 
certain, and some of them are now recognbiahle with tolenihlo certi¬ 
tude, hut for the most part the question as to what coins were cturent 
in tho State prior to the lEth century, and as to wliat dyoasties many 
of the coins found in tho country ore attribntahic, is a mere matter of 
conjecture* After the conquest of Akhnr and up to the time when the 
Chitor mint was reopened, no doubt the coins of Jluhammadan con* 
querotis were chi&fly used- 

Til'ithout qucBtioD tho class of coins known ns the “ Indo-Sassanian ** 
(sec Plato I, figa, 2, 3, 4, 5, and (i), were for a long period tho chief 
currency. These coins ore the descenduiila of tho Rasfanian ^ corned 
in Persia, n specimen of which is depicted by fig. 1 of the sama plate. 
The Inao-Sassimian coins are found in pretty pure silver, in copp^;^, 
and in a mixture of the metols in various proportions. They are found 
in very large nnmbere in Mewdr, and the copper specimens of the issue, 
in Its most debased form, uro still in circulation in the bsixara* I have 
obtained specimens of this coinage in many parts of Jfowar during my 
travels, and have had speeimenK brought to mo which have hcen dug

ore new In my Cnbmet. Tlie most debiuHtfi of tliese coins go by tlio 
name ol (?), they are said to have been largely in cirmiktioii 

flomo three or four hnndred yean ago, or about tlio time oi Akbur'a 
invo^on, and 1 think that thia is not jmprobabie, for a number of 
these dchjLsed coina were bmngbt to me Imnng been dug up in the 
Kotbyan fort. In Shabpura torritor)% a fort of no BTcat ngo; this fact 
would fiupi>ort tbe tt'aditioxi that thei^ eoinj? formed part of tbc dr 
enliitmg medium at no very distant tbite^ Fig. is a tradiliiu toiii. 
These eoina very common in ITowjlr^ and are found in silver and 
popper. Copper gpopimens cun be found in almost any old luizdrf and 
n few ycQTs back a largo earthen pot of silver coins was fotiad ut the foot 
of the Cbitor hill, some of wbicb I now poftsess. ifnny of these coina 
are also found at Ahztr, nn aneicnt eopital of the ALihardnu'^ family befom 
the conquest of Chitor in a.p TilS. On some of the Gndhui coins tlio 
Snssani 4 iii fire-attar ia reploeod by an inscription in Devonagati- ^fy 
correspondent, the late Tlhngwdnldl Indmji, consideined the latter to 
belong to Gnjarfit; I have found tbem iit Cbitor^ but my specimens 
are not in sidKcieut number to obtain nay clrair readings. 

These Coins of the Sassanmn tj'po go to support tbc theory of the 
Fersian descent of the ITaharnna of Udaipur. The typo may have 
been brought to Mcwfnr when the family fled from Ssiurdslitnif and as 
time passed by and the meaning of the spnbols wms forgotten the Issue 
became more and more dcbtised. The gadhin type of coin is supposed 
to be OB old as tho 5th century = Tlie gadliiu may be the coin of the 
rersian monarch Babrnm^ struck in India, which would account for 
the poorness of the execution. The wotila '^Uor'^ and^Gadha” have 
the mme signification, menning the " wild-osa,’' and nro surnames for 
B:ihnim, given in consequence of his partiality to linnting that animal. 
Various authorities state that Bulirnm wofl in India in the fifth century, 
and that he left offi^pring there; ifajor Tod makes mention of n prineo 
named Chirdhabhela** ns raHog at Vjdlabhipnra^ and says that it had 
beem surmised that he was tho son of Bchmiti (Byrdmgor), and the 
3^fahdninaV tnio ancestor^ Tlie lesuo of the gadhia coins mtist Imvo 
been continued over many conturies. The ebvcrf54‘ !«ide of the Indo- 
Sossaiiian eoins haa tho king’s head to the Icft^ with fnigmcnts of 
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bscriptlon irbich appcur to be in Foblvi cliftmctcr; tbe reverse side 
bIiow* tbc Saasanum Sre-nltar. As will be subsequoetlj' seen I consideF' 
tho Bhingla paisa (bm Plate II. fig- fi), wbich is now enrreat in the 
State te bd tho dcstendant of the Tndo-Sassaumn coina. The Indo- 
Snssanion coins are of course not confined to Mewtir, but from the 
lar^o numbers du^ np in the Stnte it ia ci'itlciit that tbey ^ere nt ono 
time the coins of the country. 

Tlio earliest cobs which are attributed to a MewJir ruler by name 
are those said to hoTe been stmek by Mwiil Guhil, son of fiappn 
lUwul and tbo founder of tlic Geblot dynasty. Gnhil ascended tbe 
throne of Chitor in A.r. 75S. The coin has been alluded to by 
5IaioM3cueral Cunningham m the 4tU voliime of bia JrrfowfrijiW 
pp. flo and 96, In the year ISGO upuurds of two thousand 
of these amaU silver coins were dug np at Agra. They bear, in an 
ancient western form of the Sanskrit character, the mscriptieil BTrf 
Guhila." CarUeyle attributed these cobs to Guhila [remarkbg tlmt 
be may have held sniiy over A pa), or to Goha, eon of Sfladityn, tbe 
first of tlie Gehlet branch of the eipeUcd dynasty of Vallabbipam. 

TIio copper “Bull and Horaemon” series of cobs (Chohib Horseman 
and Bull, Kondi) were at one time attributed to Bahop, tbe »9th rnler, 
and to Hammira, the S2nd ruler, but these coins arc now known to 
belong to other dynasties, and not one of them con be attributeti to h 
J lewnr Bdnii, Tbc t}-pe from which these cobs were struck con be 
seen at Plato IV. fig. 4 (Samontn Deva), and one of tbo coma formerly 
nttributod to a Itowiir Cbiol at fig. 6 of the same plute. 

ItuDji Klmmbo, who succeeded to the g^ddf m it. 1418, and reigned 
until 14C8, eobed tanytos in bis own name, and be is reportcil to 
have presented some of them to Miiltmud Klum of llfulwAli (Snltan 
Aluhmuil EMIji) in I4o0. 

General Cunningham possesses two speeitticns of Klinmbo’s issue, 
which ho ohtobeil frem Stacy’s collection. Beth the coins arc aqiiaru 
and of copper, they are of different weights. The dates on the coins 
are Samrat, 151(1 end 1523. 

In A.D. 1500 lilahdrdnii Sangriim Bipha came to tho gnddl, and 
reigned until a.d. 1528. He issued a coin which is described on 
pp. 397~296, Vol. I. of PrinrepV AWyi cjn Indiait Aniiqftititi, edited 
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hj Thomtia (Londt)!!, ^futruyT 1^6^), Tliese coins tire nine ; I Jiato

It ia a-wrted that tho tin mlni^ of Mewar were once very pro- 
dactive, yielding no ineonaidorable amount of the silver uEcd in the 
eoinago. Political reasons, during the Mughal domlnutioup led to the 
concoalmedt of such source# of wealth. The caste of minors has long 
been extinct.

Emperor BaMdur Shah, 8Mh Alam, gavo the title ol Eiija to Bh^t 
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Sioghji alwQt the yew 1707 (^iTOi-lTlO). I^alrnr Sigbftp tbo present 
Chief, teUfi aie tbst the right ef coming money wng cencKled to his 
HnceMor bj the Emperor together irith the other honours enjoyc^l by tho 
other Edjpat Frinces, and that gold, etlveTp and copper were regnlarly 
minted iit Shfthpnm from about 1710 to tho yew IdTO, when the 
British Government passe^l the roiwlation (Foreign Departmentp No* 402 
F, dafetl Oetober Gth^ ISTO* No. 25, Eesoluiion 5) directiiig that the 
mint ahould bo elosedp as the political imporhmeo of the SluihpuTa 
State was not eucb aa to entitle it to the privilege of an independent 
coinage.

Thfl Dungdrpur Chief is of the Udaipur fiiniily. Lithe ISth ceotiiry 
Rahnpj the oldest aoa of the Blind, obandoned his clidi(i]i t4> the tlireno 
of Chitor to Ills j'oimger hrother Atahnp, and settled fit Ddog^urpurt 
vhich hia dsscendfint now holds together with the surDame of ** Ahdrkp” 
algitifyin^ at which period in the history of tho family his ancestor 
branched off from the st™. Tlio 6tlo of the Lungdrpup Chief is 
Hawal » or " Afah^Hwnl/^ 

Dingdrpur, which ia io cnllcd from tho word "Bungnip^* a monntmiip 
has an arc* of 1440 mimxQ mil^, with a populntion m 1S91 of 16^,400, 
or lid peiwns per square mile. Tho revenue of tho State is about 
£18,000 a year. 


TflE COI>'AGE 

The MahArdwul states that hie ancestors enjoyed tho right of coining 
from time imtnemorinl. In fi khnHtu to Colonel Ni^oHi formerly Hesidont 
in Me war, dated Dec- 8 th, 186S, the Chief stated tlint ** sixty years 
previoUAly there hod been a mint at his capital where the ^old Chitore** 
tho * TuTBOoleo,’ and the * Futreesereea * rupees wore eoined, but that 
owing to the unsettled stale of the country the mint was closed.** In

a name trhich anciently comprcbeniled the ontiro desert from the Sutlej 
to tho ocean, but which is now restricted to tiio country subject to the 
mma bnmeb of tho Rdhtor race, Tho arua of tL|» country Le 37,445 
square miles f in the early part of this ccutory tho population was 
estimated at two millions, but by the 1891 censoa it aiunbered 2,521,727, 
or C7 persons par square milc^ the revomic is about ^400,000 a year. 

Legend states that the first Rahtor sprung from the spine of Indra, 
the father of the moc being Yavonoswa, a priucq of Scythic origin from 
beyond tlio Indus—a Yarnn of the Aswa tribe, the latter being one of 
tile four tribes which overturned tlie Greek kingdom of BactritL 

In Samvnt 526 (a.d, 470), Hajana Pals, a lineal descendant from 
■^uvanaswa, couqaeicd Khnouj and founded tho great Rahtor Idngdoiii 
on the shores of tbn Ganges, and hence the family derived the appelk-t 
tioD of Eaiiaujea Babtor.** 

In the days of its glory, Konauj is said to W bad a cireiunsnlk- 
tion covering a space of more than thirty mDcsV The araiy of its Raji, 
Jayo Sigha, to oppose tho Yavana, beyond tho Indus, is say to havj 
emoted of 80,000 men iu armour, of 30,000 botses covered with 
quilted maU, of 300,000 infftntiy, of 200,000 men with bawe and battle- 
juiil of a olcvuil of clephantfl beating wartiora, 

Tho Rdhter kingdom of Kanauj extended nortbwuds to the foot of 
the snowy moantoiiu, eastward to Reaares and across the Ohumbul to 
the l^ds of Bandelkband, while on the south its territory bordered on 
Mewar, la tho days of Jaya Siqlta's rcaitt, the lord of tho Cliobans 
and the Ibmii of Ifewdr are said to have been the only princes of India 
1/rho (JodjckJ liis supreiQAcy^. 

In A.D, ] 194 , ShShdbnddi'n, king of Ghor, after ovortlirowiug the 
Cbohan prince Prithinij, tnnjcd his arms againrt tho Rdhtoina of Kananj. 
Xayeband, the IWja, was conquered, the mighty kingdom was wrecked. 
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her capital and ariBj- ^fstrayed, and from that timo Knnauj ceased to 
bo a Hindu city, and the nanjc of Ihthtor vanished from the hanks of 
the {Janges. Eighteen years later, Seoji (Siraji) and Saitrtim. grandsons 
of Jaychnnd, nbandoning the land of their birth, with 200 retainers 
jotirneycd verfward to settle in the " desert region." In eleven genera¬ 
tions the race had so midtipUed that the chief yra.^ able to asaanlt 
ifiuidorc, to slnv the princo of the aneient Furihnr mro, and to plant 
tho panchnranga " (flve-colooried banner) of Kannu^ on the walla of the 
ancient enpital of ILirn, Tlui coniincste of Ifagon and of yadole, the 
capital of the prorace of Godwar, soon followed. In less than four 
centuries, the descendants of the exiles occupied the whole desert; they 
had founded throe capitals, studded tho land with their feudal 
and were able to bring into tho Eold 50,000 men, “sons of one father," 
to resist tlie HubnniiiiaiUiik pa-^ren 

In Siunvat, H84, tho edebrated Jodha was bom, and in S. 1615 
fs.D. 1450) ho laid the foundations of Jodhpur, wldthor ho tnineferred 

the se&t of liia Govemment from Mundore. 

Jodhpur is situated on Yodhagiri <"tho LiU of warriors"), an eleva¬ 
tion of the same range as that on which Ifundoro stautls, and distant 
from the latter named phicc about four miles in a southerly diroctiDn 
In speaking of Jodgir tYodhagiri), Ted says “its scarped summit renders 
it almost impregnable, while its superior elevation permits the sons of 
Joda to command, from tho windows of their palace, a range of vision 
almost comprohending the liiuiu of their sway. In devr weather they 
can view tho summits of their souUicm harrier, the gigantic ArovaUi; 

but in every other flirertiou it fades away in the boundless expanse of 
Bandy plMUs.^' 

The groat Akbar invaded MSrwdr in a.D. 1561, and granted to tho 
thou ruling eWef, Maldeo, the title of “Eiji Bijeswilr,'' or “itijd 
lord el Ilijis." A few yon« later HalJeo sueeumbed to nDcesaity’ 
sent bis sous with gifts to the Emperor at Ajmero (tho elder wiJ 
earoUed among the "cemmnnders of n thousand"), and ben,me a vas«il 
of the empire. TJnder iLihleo's Bncccssor, Uikya Siijha, the union 
o tJie Impcnal-houro with that of Jodhpnr took place, bv the marriage 
of JodJi Bai to Akbnr. On that oceaoion Uio Emperor restored all the 
possessions which he had wrested from his bride’s house, with the cx- 
ceptioD of Ajmete. 
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From S, IT&fi (a,». 1729) the political iedcpcndcaco of Matwir 
datcst for tbon the real diameiDbcnaciit of the Empire began. 

In S. JS09 (a,d, 1753) Bijy Siiiha succeeded to the gadilJ. His 
long njigu (S, 1809 to S. I860) nas disturbed by intcatmo troubles 
and by the inroads of the Sfatiitliis, who bad obtained a footing in 
Rijvrarrii. From this time ^larwur tnew no coiitinncd peace ttntil the 
treaty with the East India Company was eonchidcd. In S. 1874, or 
December, A-D. 1817, the treaty was ncgociated at Dehli by a Brahmin 
named Lyds Biabcn Rdm, on the part of the Princo-ltegent; and in 
December, A.P. iBlS, Jlr, Wilder, the political snperintendont of AjrDere, 
was deputed to report on the ooDfUtion of the eonntiy.

Jodhpur State exist save thoso mentioned hereafter. It is prchublc that, 
during this long periotl, tho coins of the Uuhamnimhiii invnders were 
those ehiefly nswl in TLiljwarm—they were certainly the earrent coins 
in ITarw^ from the dny< of the invasion of Akbar, nntil the Slate again 
asserted her iadepcndenco* 

Tho earliest itarwnr coins, of which I have found mention, ore those 
of AjEt. X have not been able to procure speclmeas, and know not in 
what tnctal the coins were modo^ Tod, in his I^jast^hdn, mentions 
that, in li77 (s.n. 1720)* Ajft coined money in hk own name. In

There arc bo records to sliofr that a mint cjustwl in the State from 
the time of the fuundjitioa of the tcingdom to the (lay when the priDCo 
became a Taaaal of the Muhamimulan Empire, nor do any eoina cxifit 
wliieh can be attributed to t)ie early JlijaB ns far as I bare been able" 
to aBCertam. The coins of the Empire frerc long those current in the 
State, and at the time of the fonnilation of the present mint the Fanik 
Shibf was the rupee of the countrj- (the coin of the Emperor Fambshir, 
1713-17195. 

The mint w,n, opened by Ifaburiji Gaj Singh, who obtained a eanad 
from the Emperor ’Alomgir 2nd. *.». 1754-175S (Azis-ud-din Mnlminmad), 
permitting him to coin. It is etatctl by the Bibancr offidale, that the 
privilege was gmuM in S, 1809 (a n. 17535. though the nutlicming 
-sanad is not now trsceablo. I do not helie^'o that any coins were strack 
until after the year 1759, tho flirt year of Shdb 'A'lam's rdgn. From 
the time of 6nj Singh until the year a d. 1859 aU tho coins of the 
Stato wore rtmtdt in the name of Shah 'Akin, in that year tho Queen's 
iianuj wfts first cut on tho clic.

OLD C^U?ITAL AOTflllp MODEIIN CAPITAL JAIPITK 

The xmeient nimie of the coutitiy mteil over hv tha Kaehwdhii princes 
is Dlidniliir, a. name whiot oHgiiiatod fiom a onee oelebmted ^^riAeial 
maunt ({l^hd^(I) on the we*tem frontier. The State b now eilwapi colled 
Joipur, ciftor the fomons modem capital. Tlio Joipur tomtoiy is about 
180 mikd long by 120 miles broad, and, ioduicliiig Shiiikliinrltl^ cN^ciJpies 
an. area of 15,349 eqnarc niile^. Tho population in ISO I ivai$ 2j832f2i&j 
or 184 pereona per fsqiiaro niile^ The revenue b nearly £490^000. 

The name Kacbvra or Kachwnha, meanrng ‘'tortoise/' ib one applied 
to the ltdjpnta ei Ajmerc. Tho rate cliiims descent from the 

second son oC Raunij King of Koahala, whose capital was Ayodhyo^ the 
uiodem Oude. Kuph, or one of bis offsprings U wd to havo mjgmted 
from tho parental nbodc^ and erechzd the eartle of Hhotas on tho Soame* 
whence, in tho kpae of seveml genorations, onotlieT distinguif^hod adon, 
K 4 lja K«1 by namOp migratjKl westward^ and in S. 351 (a,». 295) 
loundcd the kingtlom and eity of Karwar. Dhold Kain 31 th m deseeat 
from Kajd Kal, was expelled the paternal dwellingi and in S. 1023 
(A.n. 90?), laid tbe feundation of the State of Dbdndar. 

Tho Kochwaha State of Dhiindar origimited in an act of nsurpation. 
Dbola Ihii being EkpHred of hw iuberilaiicc by his ancle, his mother 
donning mean appanLd, put the inJant into a Iwishet and travelled west¬ 
ward until she reached the town of Khogoiig (withm five miles of tho 
modem Jaipur), then inhahited hy the Minax^. The moHier and her son wore 
supported by the lUxtu Kaja, ot brst in a lowly position, hut upon their 
rank being discovered, In a heeomitig manner. When tho boy hud attaiiLed 
tho figc of Ibijput manhotMl (14), ho wos sent to Dohlf, with tho Kho- 
gong tribute due to the TCior monarch. The young Kaehwaba remained 
at Dulili for five years, and then conceived tho plan of usurping his 
benefaetoriR authority and lands. With A few of bis ltdjput bitdlntrin 
from Dchli, ot the fcstivul of the Dcwali, he actomplishcd hia ohjeet, 
filling tbe tank in which the Mina Chief and his followora were bathing 
wdth their dead bodies^ He married a daughter of tho f rince of Ajmere. 
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HI'S 5<ja eonquerctl thE^ conDtry of Dh^inJar^ unci ]m toolL Aju^bfr 

from the hoail of the MiUa eotift^ileratioD. 

Pujuii^ who wiift sixth in desceiat from the oxilo of 
do&metl of sufficient ooiucqncncc to obbun the lister of Piithiraj of DohK in 
iiiiirriogo+ lie “wtis one of tbo sixty-four Chie&j- who, with a chosen body 
of their retainers^ enabled Prilhinlj to cony off the Frinoe^ of Kannuj. 

Bdhilr iliil wm the first princo of Amb^r who paid homago to the 
^ruhanimiKlun power. Ho attended tho fortunes of lidhar^ and roceivod 
from Ilnmnyun the munisiab of cls lldji of Aml^or* 

Blmgwant Uas^ son of Babor ifaJ, bceatne HtiU more intimately allied with 
tho ]^Iug;haI dynasty j ho was the friend of AklmTb Hb mime is exocrotod 
in EAJpiitdlltlT as the iirst* of her prinecs who lowored tho hoiiotlr of the 
lldjpuU by forming n tnatrimotunl aUianco with the IstMiiito. Tlift 
daughter was married to Prince SoUrn^ aftomards tho Euipemr JeliAngfr^ 
Jai Singh 11.^ who is k^tter known by tho titJo of “ Sawui Joi Singb” 
ftho term "Sawfti'^ mciming ** raised nhote ail other princea”)^ suoceedod 
to tho Amber guddi in H. 1755 (a.d. 163^). Ho was a great Btat^smunp 

logndator, [Uid man of science. Ho laid the foundations of Jaipur] tho 

modem eapitnlp in S. iTfl-l (A,n* Tbo now town bccomo tho 

H?at of eoieneo and ait, and eclipsed the glories of Amhor^ with which 

tho foitificatiomi of the modem city nnltop although tbo extremity of tho 
one is six miles from the other, Jd Singh wasi an uidont o.-itronomcr; 
ho erected obscrratorics and funaiahod them with instrument of his own 
invention^ and ohtdtiLd results which were w correct m to astonish tho 
mo^ leametL’® The Hjiohwaba State owes overything to Jd Singh; 
before his time it had littlo political weight beyond tluit which it ae-

According to the hxod luw of primo¬ 
geniture he was the proper successor to Jai Singh; but ^bidhu Singh» 
a younger son, bom of a princess of Mewar, pos§ossed convontioiiiil rights^ 
which ^Ttintcd those of birth. Ey the help of the Mahar^d of 2ilcwaTp 
who bought for him the aid of Holkar, Mihihu Singh gained the throne. 

Jaipur accepted the protection of the BritiBli (rovemmeut in 181B» 
t)n the 2nd of April of that year the treaty wa^ concluded which niLide 
the Kochwalia princea the frienths tmd trihutairic!;i in perpetuity of Great 
Britain.

V> coin. The corlic^jt coins of the State 1 have met with are Ihoac 
of Isorufi Singh;, a.jj. 1743^1760, and even those am early coins for 
a Hiljpiit State. It is pfobablc that Jaipur was nniong^rt the first of the 
States allowed to sot np an independent mint^ the privilege being per¬ 
haps early gained in consequence of the very doK relationship exiting 
botwivn tbe Chief and ]u» Suzerain ot Pebli. 

In mlilition to the Jnipur-town mintt mints liav«, dniing this century, 
been worked nt Mfihtidimr, Jilnr, Bupsis, Siinijghar, nnd Cbaidnn in 
Khrtrl, the two latter were elosed in the year the otlcm at an 

earlier but now unhuowu ilato.

Thakur Kesri Singh, who 
for ^^^me yenre manage^l the Jui^mer u€ni£i^ trietl to retiitore the purity 
of the cunency by leasenlng the sdloyp hut as ho at the sumo time re¬ 
duced the weight of the coin he found it was distruEted, and he was 
obliged to abandon the i^iio of the light idoina. His rupee weighed

north by tJic British District of Gnigiion, the Bawiil pur^raa of >"dbhn 
State, aiwl tlio Koj KApici pargana of Jaipnr; on Die fast by the Dliiirtpur 
State and Gnrgaon district; on tlie south and west by tho State of 
Jaipur.^ The revenue is about £232,000 a year. In 1S51 the [wpnlatlon

At the comnionccment of 
the Manitha wm of 1600-3, Bakhtawar Singh aUied himself with tho 
British Gov^ment. After the campaign, tho British Government con. 
ferred on him the northern part of tho present State, In 1863 the 

Chief accepted the protection of the British Govenunent, and a trfaty 

of alliance was concluded, on the basis that Alwur ehould pay no tribute, 
hnt that the troops of the State should be at the service of the Govern'

Only one mint wus ffoiked in this State. The mint was locnted nt 
Unjgurh. It was opened in the Tear 1772. Silver coins were isanod 
every year until 187G, when nn unnngement wna made for the rupee 
of the State to be rttiick at the Calcutta mint, the JTahdrSjd being 
willing, in the interosta of his people, to forego tlie honour and glojy 
of uaing the coins wrought nt his own mint. Since the j’car 1877, 
when the first coins were made for the State at the CaLcntta mint, 
a few mpees have been irnido once a year at tho Rajgorh mint as n 
matter of form, these ore kept in the Toshn khana at Alwor, and are 
not dreiilatcd. ' 

Gold bos never been coined in tho State. Before the year 1977 the 
coins were colled tho “ Bdo Sahf,” both luiEr and ordinary rupees were 
regularly coined.
